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MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 
Woodstock, New Hampshire 
March 8, 1983 


The meeting was called to order at 10:00 A.M. by D. Kenneth 
Chapman, Moderator. A motion was made by June Barry to dispense 
with the reading of the entire warrant, seconded by Marcia 
Cousineau. Affirmative vote. 


Motion made and seconded to open the polls for voting, with the 
business meeting to be held at 7:30 p.m. 


The business meeting was called to order by Moderator D. Ken- 
neth Chapman at 7:30 P.M. He noted the rules to be followed: no one 
is allowed to speak on any issue unless recognized by the Moderator. 
Please stand and identify yourself when you speak. To vote on an 
issue your name must be on the checklist. The motion made earlier in 
the day with regard to dispensing with the reading of the entire war- 
rant still carried. 


Article #1 To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. Vote cast as follows:

Donald Showalter 115 Votes 
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Article #2 To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell property taken on tax titles. So moved by Wilfred 
Ayotte, seconded by Charles Harrington. Vote in the affirmative - 
unanimous. 


Article #3 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. So moved by 
Pierce Barker, seconded by Edith Chaisson. Vote in the affirmative - 
unanimous. 


Article #4 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax 
Collector to receive part payments in any year in the sum of Ten Dol- 
lars ($10.00) or a multiple of ten. So moved by Carol Frost, seconded 
by Charles Harrington. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #5 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to apply for, accept, and expend, without further action by 
town meeting, money from the state, federal or other governmental 
unit or private source that may become available during the fiscal year 
in compliance with RSA 31:95-b (supp.). So moved by Jean Chais- 
son, seconded by Dan Garipay. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #6 To see if the Town will vote to apply Eighteen 
Thousand, Eight Hundred Twenty-Two Dollars ($18,822.00) of 
Revenue Sharing Funds as an offset to be applied against the towns 
incinerator bonded debt. So moved by William Albrecht, seconded 
by Arnold Ham. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #7 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to negotiate for and purchase several parcels of land from 
Sarah Luthie. So moved by Charles Harrington, seconded by Pierce 
Barker. Selectman J. Stanton Hilliard explained that the two parcels 
of land the town is interested in is a piece of land between the Munici- 
pal Parking Lot and the other is land between the Town Office Build- 
ing/Fire Station. There is another parcel on Courtney Road and one 
other adjacent to I-93 abutting David Mugar’s land which we could 
consider. The land by the Municipal Parking Lot is needed for access 
to the river by the Fire Dept. and the one by the Town Office for our 
parking lot. The land where we park now does not belong to the town. 
Vote in the affirmative with some opposition. 


Article #8 Tosee if the Town will vote to apply Two Thousand 
Eight Hundred Fifty-Six Dollars ($2,856.00) of Revenue Sharing 
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Funds as an offset to be applied against the acquisition of several par- 
cels of land from Sarah Luthie. So moved by J. Stanton Hilliard, sec- 
onded by Jean Chaisson. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #9 Tosee if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended, relat- 
ing to playing beano in the Town of Woodstock and that the following 
question be placed upon the ballot to be used at said meeting: “Shall 
the provisions of Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes, Annotated as 
amended, relative to playing games of beano be adopted in the 
town?” Vote in the affirmative - 83 in favors; 25 opposed. 


Article #10 Tosee if the Town will vote to place Ten Thousand 
Dollars ($10,000.00) in the Vehicle Replacement Capital Reserve 
Fund. So moved by Pierce Barker, seconded by Fred Lee. After dis- 
cussion about equipment cost Charles Harrington made a motion to 
amend the article to increase the amount to $15,000.00 seconded by 
Carol Frost. Amendment defeated. Vote on articles as orginally 
printed in the affirmative - 2 nays. 


Article #11 To see if the Town will vote to withdraw Forty 
Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) from the Vehicle Replacement Capi- 
tal Reserve Fund to be used to purchase a dump truck costing Forty 
Thousand Six Hundred Ten Dollars ($40,610.00). The balance of Six 
Hundred Ten Dollars ($610.00) to be raised through taxation. So 
moved William Albrecht, seconded by Arnold Ham. Vote in the af- 
firmative - 45 in favor; 21 opposed. 


Article #12 To see if the Town will appoint the Selectmen as 
agents authorized to withdraw funds from the Vehicle Replacement 
Capital Reserve Fund at any time to expend on the purchase or lease 
of a replacement vehicle or equipment in case of an emergency situa- 
tion. So moved by Charles Harrington, seconded by Jean Chaisson. 
Vote in the affirmative - 1 nay. 


Article #13 To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,000.00) to conduct a study of al- 
ternative water sources for North Woodstock Village. These funds 
are to be used for engineering services and well exploration with the 
intent of bringing a proposal before the voters at a Special Town 
Meeting called for the purpose of raising such money as may be nec- 
essary to defray the expense of constructing the most feasible alterna- 
tive source of water for North Woodstock Village. So moved by 
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Pierce Barker, seconded by Charles Harrington. Vote in the affirma- 
tive - unanimous. 


Article #14 Tosee if the Town will vote to accept Snow King 
Drive and Sundance Drive within the Lost Valley Subdivision as 
town roads, contingent upon the Lost Valley Lot Owners Association 
or their agents upgrading those roads to TRA and town specifications. 
So moved by Frank Moore, seconded by Gerhard Doenges. After a 
lengthy discussion Frank Moore offered an amendment to read as fol- 
lows: To see if the town will vote to accept Snow King Drive and Sun- 
dance Drive within the Lost Valley Subdivision as Town Roads, sec- 
onded by Carol Frost. Vote on amendment defeated. A vote was then 
taken on the original article as written. Vote in the affirmative with 
some opposition. 


Article #15 Tosee ifthe Town will vote to plow and sand Snow 
King Drive and Sundance Drive in the event that the town does not ac- 
cept the aforementioned roads as town roads. So moved by Wallace 
Ward, seconded by Charles Harrington. After further discussion of 
the conditions of the roads as they are now, Frank Moore made a mo- 
tion to amend the article to read as follows: To see if the town will 
vote to plow and sand Snow King Drive and Sundance Drive, sec- 
onded by Carol Frost. Vote on amendment defeated: 23 in favor, 26 
opposed. A vote was then taken on the original article as written. Ar- 
ticle defeated -unanimously. 


Article #16 Tosee if the town will vote to go on record in sup- 
port of immediate actions by the federal government to control and re- 
duce acid rain which is harmful to the environment and economy of 
Woodstock and to the health and welfare of the people of Woodstock. 
So moved by Pierce Barker, seconded by Dan Barry. Vote in the af- 
firmative - unanimous. 


Article #17 To see if the Town will vote to construct or purch- 
ase a Suitable monument to which the Vietnam War Memorial plaque 
would be affixed; the monument and plaque to be situated within the 
town common. So moved by Fred Lee seconded by Dan Barry. After 
discussion concerning the type of monument and estimate cost of 
$1,200.00, Dan Barry made a motion to amend the article to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $1,200.00 to complete the memorial, 
seconded by Bonnie Ham. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. A 
vote was taken on the amended article which was as follows: To see if 
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the town will vote to construct or purchase a suitable monument to 
which the Vietnam War Memorial plaque would be affixed; the 
monument and plaque to be situated in the town common and the 
town will raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $1,200.00 to 
complete the memorial. Vote in the affirmative - | nay. 


Article #18 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to negotiate and sell the parcel next to the North 
Woodstock School for a price of Ten Thousand Dollars 
($10,000.00). So moved by Carol Frost, seconded by Charles Har- 
rington. Article defeated with some opposition. 


Article #19 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase the North Woodstock Baptist Church for use 
as a municipal office building for a price not to exceed Thirty-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($35,000.00), with the amortization schedule to be 
determined by the Selectmen, but that no annual payment to the 
mortgagee, The Pemi Valley Parish, shall exceed Thirty-Five 
Hundred Dollars ($3,500.00), and that the term of the mortgage note 
be no longer than ten (10) years. Pierce Barker made a motion to table 
this article with no one seconding the motion. Dan Barry then moved 
to accept the article, seconded by Noel Frame. After a lengthy discus- 
sion the article was defeated by a secret written ballot - 57 opposed, 
23 in favor. 


Article #20 To see if the town will vote to expend an amount 
not to exceed Twenty-Nine Thousand Dollars ($29,000.00) for re- 
pairs and alternations to the church if the previous article is passed. 
Because the previous article was defeated this article was not consid- 
ered. 


Article #21 To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to request an audit by a private certified accounting firm. 
So moved by Pierce Barker, seconded by J. Stanton Hilliard. Vote in 
the affirmative - unanimous. 


Article #22 To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations 
of the same. Carol Frost made a motion to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $477,097.00 to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same, seconded by Pierce Barker. This 
would increase the budget as posted by $1,200.00 appropriated in Ar- 
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ticle 17. Vote in the affirmative - unanimous. It was noted by the 
Selectmen that the amount on the revenue side of the budget will have 
to be reduced by $41,500.00 ($10,000.00 sale of land, $31,500.00 
church). 


Article #23 To transact any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting. 


There being no further business, the Moderator adjourned the 
meeting at 10:52 P.M.

STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Woodstock, in said State, qual- 
ified to vote in Town and State affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Woodstock Town Hall in 
said Woodstock, on the thirteenth day of March next, being the sec- 
ond Tuesday of March, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, (the polls are to 
open at 10:00 A.M. and may not close prior to 6:00 P.M.; business 
meeting to be held at the Town Hall at 7:30 P.M.) to act upon the fol- 
lowing: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensu- 
ing. 


Article 2. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of one million, six hundred thousand dollars ($1,600,000.00) for the 
purpose of constructing improvements to the Town of Woodstock’s 
water system, such sum to be raised as follows: 1) A four hundred 
thousand dollar ($400,000.00) Community Block Grant from the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development; 2) Such other funds 
that may be available from the Farmers Home Administration or any 
other state or federal agency to a maximum of five hundred thousand 
dollars ($500,000.00) and 3) to raise a sum not to exceed nine 
hundred thousand dollars ($900,000.00) by the issuance of Serial 
Bonds or Notes under and in compliance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (NH RSA 33.1 et seq., as amended). To au- 
thorize the selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon, and to take such other actions as 
may be necessary to effect the issuance, negotiation, sale and deliv- 
ery of such bonds or notes as shall be in the best interests of the Town 
of Woodstock, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
sell property taken on tax titles. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the tax collector 
to receive part payments in any year in the sum of ten dollars ($10.00) 
or a multiple of ten. 
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Article 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
apply for, accept and expend, without further action by town meet- 
ing, money from the state, federal or other governmental unit or pri- 
vate source that may become available during the fiscal year in com- 
pliance with RSA 31-95-b (supp). 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to apply fifteen thousand nine 
hundred fifty dollars ($15,950.00) of Revenue Sharing Funds as an 
offset to be applied against the town’s incinerator bonded debt. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to apply thirteen thousand 
dollars ($13,000.00) of Revenue Sharing Funds for fire truck repairs. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended, relating 
to playing beano in the Town of Woodstock, and that the following 
question be placed upon the ballot to be used at said meeting: “Shall 
the provisions of Chapter 287 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, as 
amended, relative to playing games of Beano be adopted in the 
town?” 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to place ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) in the Vehicle Replacement Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article 11. To see if the town will appoint the selectmen as agents 
authorized to withdraw funds from the Vehicle Replacement Capital 
Reserve Fund at any time to expend on the purchase or lease of a re- 
placement vehicle or equipment in case of an emergency situation. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to establish a trust fund in 
accordance with RSA 31:19-a for the purpose of purchasing addi- 
tional cemetery land or the maintenance and care of all cemeteries, 
both income and principal of said trust fund may be spent for this pur- 
pose; and to raise and appropriate the sum of eight thousand seven 
hundred fifty dollars ($8,750.00), five thousand seven hundred fifty 
dollars ($5,750.00) (or whatever amount the fund has appreciated to 
at the time of transfer) to be transferred from the Trustees of the Trust 
Funds and three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) to be from reserve fund 
balance, which funds originated from insurance proceeds. 


Article 13. To see if the town shall call upon the governor and exec- 
utive council, its state representative(s) and state senator to promptly 
convene a Special Session of the Legislature for the sole purpose of 
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preventing the imposition of huge cost increases in electric rates re- 
sulting from the Seabrook Nuclear Power Plant on the citizens, 
businesses, schools and agencies in the Town of Woodstock, and to 
direct the selectmen to promptly notify our above listed elected offi- 
cials of the town’s desire. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
request an audit by a private certified accounting firm. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
negotiate and sell the parcel of land next to the North Woodstock 
School for a price of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00), said sum 
realized from the sale to be used for playground replacement; further, 
to authorize the Board of Selectmen to appoint a committee to study a 
feasible alternate location, said Committee to report their findings by 
September 1, 1984 to the selectmen and to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to act upon the committee’s recommendation without 
further action by town meeting. 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to rescind the action taken at 
town meeting on March 9, 1982 relative to the semi-annual collection 
of taxes. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen to 
layout town roads, pursuant to RSA 231:28-34, inclusive, over the 
following existing private rights or ways located in the development 
known as “Lost Valley”; namely “Snow King Drive’, “Sun Dance 
Drive” thereon, all as more particularly shown on the plans of said de- 
velopment on record in the town office. (This article inserted upon 


written application of voters.) 


Article 18. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same. 


Article 19. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

North Country Home Health Agency provides service in the home 
for the treatment of disease, and public health activities for preven- 
tion and intervention of disease. 


In-home services include nursing care, physical therapy, speech 
therapy and homemake/home health aide care for homebound pa- 
tients. Home care has proven to be cost effective and helps prevent 
unnecessary institutionalization. 


The Family Assistant Program works with parents to strengthen 
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child-rearing skills and to help families cope with problems. 


Prevention services include all the clinics listed above, visits to 
newborns and health promotion visits to assess home situations and 
physical problems. There is no charge for any of the preventive ser- 
vices. Recent decisions by the State Division of Public Health regret- 
fully will mean elimination of the Handicapped Childrens Clinics and 
relocation of the Pediatric Diagnostic Clinics outside of our area. 


North Country serves 15 towns: Haverhill, Benton, Bath, Landaff, 
Lisbon, Lyman, Littleton, Monroe, Bethlehem, Franconia, Sugar 
Hill, Easton, Twin Mt., Lincoln and North Woodstock, from its main 
office at 60 High St., Littleton, and satellite offices in Lincoln and 
Woodsville.

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TOWN OF WOODSTOCK, N.H. 
Town Report for 1983 from 
North Country Council, Inc. 


North Country Council is the regional planning and economic de- 
velopment agency for communities in the northern part of the State. 
Your town is one of forty-three member towns that utilize Council 
services in community and land use planning, economic develop- 
ment, solid waste, transportation, recreation, and municipal services. 
The Board of Directors is made up of representatives from every 
member town. 


In Woodstock, the Master Plan went to press after some delay. In- 
formation on state laws and subdivision review procedures was pro- 
vided throughout the year to the Planning Board. We met with 
Selectmen and Planning Board officials to review floodplain regula- 
tions to determine their consistency with the federal flood insurance 
program. The staff assisted the Town in preparing a successful Com- 
munity Development Block Grant application for a $400,000 grant to 
obtain additional water for the North Woodstock water system, and 
we'll be continuing to work to secure additional funding for more 
comprehensive improvements. 


In regionwide economic development, the Council has devoted 
time to improving utilities in and access to industrial parks, in lobby- 
ing for continued maintenance of regional transportation facilities in- 
cluding rail, highways and airports, and to increased business mar- 
keting efforts. Through grant assistance, coordination with State and 
federal agencies and data, the staff has assisted local development or- 
ganizations in four towns which serve as area employment centers. 


The Council has provided information and guidance to several 
towns on the Community Development Block Grant, Urban De- 
velopment Action Grant, and Farmers Home Administration Pro- 
grams and prepared several grant applications. The Council is a part- 
ner in the Business Assistance to Northern New Hampshire Program, 
providing demographic data to individuals, businesses, and 
economic consultants interested in the North Country. This summer, 
we prepared a Plymouth Area Economic Base Study, to be followed 
by similar reports on other North Country subregions. 
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The Council participated in research and marketing efforts to in- 
crease the use of the Concord-to-Lincoln rail line and to maintain a 
schedule for rehabilitation of other regional railroad lines. 


Other regional activities of importance include the coordination 
and establishment of eight solid waste districts. Council staff has as- 
sisted towns in developing work plans to assess their waste disposal 
needs and current methods and develop a 10-year plan. The Council 
has also surveyed local disposal practices for septage, estimated fu- 
ture needs, and will be recommending alternative disposal arrange- 
ments. 


In community planning, we have assisted many towns with adopt- 
ing or amending zoning ordinances, subdivision regulations, site plan 
review and other local regulations. With the reorganization and slight 
revision of the state planning and zoning laws, we’ve been busy try- 
ing to keep planning boards informed of the changes and new require- 
ments. A workshop was held in the fall and more are planned for the 
spring. We also met with over 20 towns to help them review regula- 
tions relating to subdivision and building in the floodplain to insure 
compliance with federal regulations. The staff successfully assisted 
communities in applying for funds for recreation and library facili- 
ties. 


A new NCC service this past year has been computerized tax bil- 
ling. We provided this service under contract to four towns. We an- 
ticipate expanded municipal and in-house use of the computer. 


These are some of the highlights of the past year. We welcome 
your town’s active participation on the Board and use of the Council’s 
services and look forward to working on your behalf in 1984. 
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MOOSILAUKE PUBLIC LIBRARY 
ANNUAL REPORT — 1983 


During 1983 the library made considerable progress in two impor- 
tant areas: making the most of our space, and cataloging our books. 
The purchase of a paperback book rack and a small magazine rack are 
helping us to better organize our room. The cataloging project, 
though a very time consuming and long range project, is necessary for 
us to efficiently serve our patrons. 


In our pleasant room we try to offer as many services as possible. 
For circulation, in addition to books for all ages and interests, we 
have magazines, records and jigsaw puzzles. We have clothing pat- 
terns and coupons available for swapping. People can take those they 
can use and bring in those they don’t need. Also, we have a large sup- 
ply of paperback books for swapping, as well as an ongoing sale of 
hard cover books no longer usable by the library. 


Thanks to the help of many people, the library ran smoothly during 
the extended absence of the librarian over the summer. Our old 
friends and previous librarians, Sibyl Canaan, and Marcia deS- 
teuben, took on the bulk of the work aided by Deborah Showalter, 
Deborah Batcheldor, Judy Boyle and Ginger Brown. 


During the summer the Moosilauke Public Library organized two 
reading programs funded by the Savers Bank in Lincoln. Sibyl Ca- 
naan held a weekly program of movies, stories and activities for pre- 
schoolers. For grade school children, Marcia deSteuben ran a reading 
and activity program. Both programs were open to and enjoyed by the 
children of Lincoln and Woodstock. The library is greatly apprecia- 
tive to the Savers Bank for making these programs possible. In addi- 
tion, the library thanks Fadden’s General Store, North Country Data 
Service, The Red Moose, Village Book Store of Littleton, Village of 
Loon Mountain and Wayne’s Market for contributing toward the spe- 
cials prizes and treats awarded the children participating in these pro- 
grams. 


In August the library again participated in the annual Bazaar held 
on the Common. Marcia deSteuben, aided by Penny Hurlbutt, or- 
ganized and ran our booth. Sales were excellent, even though inter- 
rupted by rain in the afternoon. The library thanks those who donated 
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books for the sale, as well as the many eager book buyers. 


In October the library sponsored two afternoons of crafts for chil- 
dren with Ginger Brown. The culmination of one session was a Hallo- 
ween mask contest enjoyed by 25 children. Gift certificates, donated 
by Hilliard’s Candyland, were awarded for participation and prizes. 
Afternoon movies, borrowed from the New Hampshire State Library, 
were enjoyed by many area children during November and De- 
cember. 


We encourage everyone to come to the library. Find out what we 
have to offer, let us know what we can do to improve our services to 
you.

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REPORT OF THE WOODSTOCK PLANNING BOARD 


Mr. Dan Barry, who chaired the Planning Board for seven years 
and lead in structuring what is now the town’s subdivision regula- 
tions, desired to take some time off from the board and did not run for 
re-election last year. He has, however, helped many times in the past 
year with advice drawn from his experience. 


The board had a busy year with nine subdivision reviews, four of 
which became subdivisions. Our town is on the move. 


Our town and state gravel ordinance was put in practice this year 
with all pit owners being notified after on-site inspections were com- 
pleted. 


The legal aspects of subdivisions have been changing in the State 
of New Hampshire, and to keep up with the changing laws, two mem- 
bers of the board attended four sessions of a law lecture series dealing 
with these laws. 


In June 1983, the board held an information clinic for businesses 
who come in contact with subdivisions in their line of work. All as- 
pects of subdivisions were explained and discussed. We hope to have 
another of these clinics this summer for the interested tax payer.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention 
and control program leads the nation in least acres burned per forest 
fire. Less than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the 
prevention and control of all grass and woods fires when the ground is 
not snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a 
written permit for every fire that is to be kindled on the ground out of 
doors when the ground is not covered with snow. Each person wish- 
ing to have an outside fire must obtain this written permit from the 
town Fire Warden before kindling the fire. Any person that does not 
obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating our forest fire 
permit law and is subject to a court appearance and could be fined up 
to $1,000 and receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. un- 
less it is raining. The reason for this is twofold: the fire danger in- 
creases steadily between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to a 
safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This happens because the 
sun dries out the fine fuels that are easily ignited and dries the air 
which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of the day fire 
fighters are not readily available in most communities so an escaped 
fire could burn longer and cause greater damage before being sup- 
pressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is great- 
ly appreciated.

During 1983 the Department responded to 27 calls broken down as 
follows:

2 Pagers for $630. - paid for by the Fire Dept. Auxiliary. 
2 new Scott Air Packs were purchased and the 4 existing ones were 
updated to current standards. 

The large increase in chimney fires (over 3 times 1982) shows that 
while many people are burning wood, they are burning green wood 
and not cleaning their chimneys. Please be careful with wood stoves.

We have examined the combined financial statements and the com- 
bining, individual fund and account group financial statements of the 
Town of Woodstock, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 1982, as listed in the table of contents. Our examina- 
tion was made in accordance with generally accepted auditing stan- 
dards and accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the 
circumstances. 


As described in Note 1B, the combined financial statements refer- 
red to above do not include financial statements of the General Fixed 
Asset Group of Accounts which should be included to conform with 
generally accepted accounting principles. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset 
Group of Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, as 
explained in the above paragraph, the combined financial statements 
and the combining, individual fund and account group financial state- 
ments referred to above present fairly the financial position of the 
Town of Woodstock, New Hampshire at December 31, 1982, and the 
results of its operations for the year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis consistent 
with that of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion 
on the combined financial statements taken as a whole and on the 
combining, individual fund and account group financial statements. 
The accompanying financial information listed as supplemental 
schedules in the table of contents is presented for purposes of addi- 
tional analysis and is not a required part of the combined financial 
statements of the Town of Woodstock, New Hampshire. The infor- 
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mation has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the 
examination of the combined, combining, individual fund and ac- 
count group financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated 
in all material respects in relation to the combined financial state- 
ments taken as a whole.
